tion of mercy. 
“But what is unknown in science, 
human legislation, or the natural mind 
of man is re vealed by God. 
To our 
God belongeth mercies and forgive­ 
nesses. 
And we find this mercy in 
the (>088 of Christ. 
The atonement 
is not a compromise, but a substitu­ 
tion; not a cancellation, but a satis­ 
faction, not a wiping away, but 
a 
wiping out. 
The suffering, agony and 
aloneness of the Saviour on the Cross 
is the action and expression of Divine 
love satisfying justice and when lifted 
up is the infinite love which conquers 
and draws all men unto itself. 
“The 
slave 
who 
thinks himself 
bought as a traffic in human flesh and 
blood rebels against his master ;fnd 
is w illing to murder that master. But, 
when he finds that the price paid is 
for his freedom he surrenders his all 
to that same master and free to do 
as he pleases freely wills to he the 
slave forever of such a loving man. 
Even so the love of the uplifted Cruci­ 
fied Christ comtraineth us so that we 
judge, if one died for all, then we 
which henceforth live should not live 
unto ourselves, but unto Him, who for 
our Baku died and rose again.

If you are single and support in 
your home one or more persons 
closely related to you 
and 
over 
whom you exercise fam ily control, 
you are the head of a fam ily and 
entitled under the revenue act of 
1924 to the same personal exemp­ 
tion allowed a m arried person, $2,- 
500. 
In addition, a taxpayer is 
entitled to a credit of $400 for each 
person dependent upon 
him 
for 
chief support, if such 
person is 
either under 18 years of age or in­ 
capable 
of 
self-support 
because 
m entally or physically, defective. 
Such dependent need not be a mem­ 
ber of the taxpayer's household. 
For example, an unm arried son 
who supports in his home an aged 
m other is entitled to an exemption 
of $2,500 plus the $400 credit for 
a dependent, a total of $2,900. 
If 
from choice the' mother lived in an­ 
other city, the son, although her 
chief support, would be entitled 
only to the $1,000 exemption, plus 
the $400 credit. 
The m other not 
living with him, he is not con­ 
sidered the head of a family. 
An exemption as the head of a 
family can be claimed by only one 
member of a household. 
The $400 credit does not apply to 
the wife or husband of a taxpayer, 
though one may be totally de­ 
pendent upon the other.
